Copper Range Co. will be per­ 
mitted to write off $28,609,000. It 
was allowed 75 per cent of $30.- 
812,000 and 55 per cent of $10,- 
000,000.

Finance 
Corp. approved a loan covering 
^he entire contemplated investment 
in the new copper mine at White 
Pine, Mich.—the largest RFC loan 
since World War II. In three years 
the mine is expected to supply 
37,500 tons of copper 
annually, 
which is the equivalent of one- 
fourth of the country's present I 
output.

Hazards Listed 


Precautions Urged 
By Safety Council 


Be sure your Christmas tree 
serves its purpose of a symbol of 
gaietyyand holiday cheer, instead 
of being an instrument of death 
and tragedy. 
Eight simple precautions to help 
prevent Christmas fires and holi­ 
day accidents are contained in a 
Christmas information 
Kit 
pre­ 
pared 
by 
the 
National 
Safety 
Council’s home division as part of 
the Council’s nationwide Christ­ 
mas safety campaign. The home 
safety phase of the 
program 
is 
sponsored and financed 
by 
the 
New York Community Trust 
The eight simple precautions ta 
help prevent Christmas fires and 
accidents are: 
1. Be wary of trees sold as 
“fireproof.” 
Don’t 
attempt 
to 
flameproof Christmas trees with 
chemical solutions. 
2. Place tree in the coolest cor­ 
ner or side of the room, away 
from the fireplace and radiators. 
Be sure, it does not obstruct an 
entrance or exit. 
3. When you trim or dismantle 
the tree, use a step stool or lad­ 
der to reach the ujDper branches. 
If the children help/let them trim 
the lower branches. 
4. Use only nonflammable dec­ 
orations, such as metal or glass. 
Never use cotton, paper and other 
flammable decorations on the tree 
or around its base. 
If 
you 
use 
metal foil icicles or tinsel be sure 
the foil does not touch a light 
socket. 
5. Provide a switch 
at 
some 
distance from the tree for turn­ 
ing it on and off. Do not plug apd 
unplug tree lights underneath the 
tree. If you decorate out-of-doors, 
make sure your sets are designed 
for outdoor use. 
Hang 
sockets 
downward so they will not catch 
water or collect snow. 
6. A blown fuse means too many 
lights for one circuit. Reduce load 
or connect paid to another cir­ 
cuit outlet. Never increase size of 
fuse. 
7. When no one is to be in the 
room for any length of time, turn 
off tree lights. 
8. Take the tree down when the 
needles begin to fall. Dispose of 
old trees in fire-safe areas out­ 
doors—not in furnaces, stoves or 
fireplaces. Trees burn with almost 
explosive violence.

“In a properly operating econ­ 


omic system, advantages go to the 
producers engaged in expanding 
industry. 
The majority of Mich­ 
igan farmers fall in this category.” 
Good Markets Ahead 
Food supplies available for civ­ 
ilian consumption in 1951 are ex­ 
pected to be a little larger than 
in 1950, Cowden reports. 
“Barring extremely unfavorable 
weather it looks like we will be 
producing enough food 
to

the essential requirements of our 
domestic population,” he adds. 
Expanded income and expected 
exports forecast 
full-scale agri­ 
cultural production.

IN collaboration with the Brooking*; 
In­ 
stitution, the New York Stock Exchange 
is m aking the first national census 
of 
stockholders. The Institution will publish a 
comprehensive report 
of 
the 
findings, 
probably within a year. 
In discussing the project, the president 


o f the Exchange said. 
“This survey 
will 
provide the answer to the question of who 
owns American industry. 
“The sum of the people who have de­ 
clared their faith in our free enterprise 
system will be spread across the record. 
We will then have the measure of Am ­ 
erican capitalism in action.” 
One of the most significant and import­ 
ant aspects of this American capitalism of 
ours is that almost everyone can share in 
if—and be a capitalist in his or her own 
right. Ail that is needed is to buy a share 
of stock in an American corporation. No 
one knows how many people 
do 
own 
stocks, which is why the survey is being 
made. As a rule,

'T'HE 25th District Bar association is sup-

(Menominee Herald-Leader) 
The 
84-year-old 
Michigan Tanning & 
Extract company 
is 
closing its Petoskey, 
Mich., tannery, which employs 125 men. 
The 
company, 
which has seven other 
plants, 
announced that the closing was 
caused by substitutes for sole leather and 
by the “geographic location of the plant.” 
Geographical handicap in this era of high 
transportation costs is a concern of upper 
peninsula industry. It is a concern which 
should focus the activities of U. P. govern­ 
ment agencies and of promotion 
groups 
like Chambers of Commerce on keeping 
the industries which we have, as well as 
trying to bring othere here. It has never 
been truer that a bird in 
the 
hand 
is 
worth two in the bush, than in this in ­ 
stance of industries located in the penin­ 
sula and operating under a handicap be­ 
cause their competitors are located closer 
to steel and other raw materials and clos­ 
er to markets for their goods. Other factors 
must overcome these handicaps if the pen­ 
insula is to realize its hope of more in­ 
dustries. 
The upper Midwest may have lost more 
than a half-million people through migra- 
tio nbetween 1940 and 1950, 
reports the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Minneapolis, but 
further loss of population can be prevent­ 
ed, the bank believes, if new businesses 
are formed to create more jobs. The bank 
sees greatei opportunities for expansion in 
spectacular new developments as well as 
normal 
giowth. 
The commercial value 
created fo taconite, a low’ grade iron ore 
of which there are great deposits in the 
U. P., promises to be a great w ealth-m ak­ 
ing resource for the peninsula. 
Although more new businesses were or­ 
ganized since World War II than in any 
other period, the growth rate in the upper 
Midwest fell short of the national rate of 
49 per cent. New firms organized in Min­ 
nesota. Montana, the Dakotas and upper 
Michigan were only 27 per cent. While the 
nation was gaining 1.4 per cent population, 
this five state area failed to meet the na­ 
tional gam rate because so many persons 
moved elsewhere.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON.— Ifs a poor example of 
the good-neighbor policy, but Canada is 
deliberately withholding precious 
alum ­ 
inum from the United States. 
This has 
already pinched the aluminum supply for 
home construction and other civilian uses. 
But far more serious the air force is not 
getting all the aluminum it needs to build 
jet fighters. 
Furtherm ore, part 
of 
the 
aluminum 
Canada is withholding from us was fin­ 
anced by American RFC 
loans 
during 
World W ar II. 
What Canada has done if divert alum ­ 
inum from the American to the British 
market. It won t be adm ired, but the real 
reason for this diversion is to force this 
country to swap s4ee! for aluminum. 
For example, Canadian aluminum ship­ 
ments to the Unite I States dropped fro n 
34,800,000 pounds per month last March 
and April to a meager 5,300,000 pounds per 
month today—a decrease of 85 per cent 
I** 
same pc ■ od, 
m e i i t n shipments 
to o rd ain have shot un from 21,100,000 
pounds to 39,700 OOO prunds per m onth-- 
an intiease of 88 p -r cent. 
As proof that 
this is a 
cold-blooded 
.squeeze-pl ay, 
Canada 
has 
doubled 
its 
aluminum shipments to Australia, Brazil, 
Uruguay and even Argentina at the same 
time it strangled the aluminum flow to 
this country. In fact, the United States is 
the only major m arket that received less 
Canadian metal this year than last. As a 
result, the United States is the only North 
Atlantic Pact country that has been forced 
to clamp civilian controls on aluminum. 
CANADA WINS 
Meanwhile, the Canadian squeeze 
has 
accomplished 
its purpose and forced the 
United States to swap American steel for 
British aluminum. Hard up for steel but 
overflowing with aluminum, Britain has 
agreed to 
divert 22,000,000 pounds 
of 
alum inum to American purchasers during 
the next five months. In return. Britain 
will be allocated 25,000 tons of fabricated 
American steel, 45.000 tons of steel ingots 
and another 28,500 tons of iron and steel 
scrap from the American zone of G er­ 
many. The joker in this deal is that the 
United States must return the aluminum 
after its own plants 
are expanded to 
m a k e-u p the shortage, though Britain is 
allowed to keep the steel with no strings 
attached. 
Another ironic fact is that Britain’s con­ 
tribution of 22,000,000 
pounds of alum ­ 
inum w on’t come from Britain at all. but 
will be shipped directly to us from Can­ 
ada. In other words, this is the same alum ­ 
inum that normally 
would 
have 
been 
shipped to the U. S. m arket anyway, but 
was withheld in order to force this country 
to kick in precious steel. 
ICKES PREDICTED IT 
But here is the final 
ironic 
pay-off. 
During the recent war, Jesse Jones, then 
czar of the 
FiFC. 
advanced 
$68,500,000 
without interest lo the Aluminum Com­ 
pany of Canada (affiliated with the A lum ­ 
inum Company of ^America) to 
build 
the 
Shipshaw Aluminum plant on the Sague­ 
nay river. 
Jones also extended another $34,240,000 
at 3 per cent interest, gave the Canadian 
plant a r order for all its aluminum, and 
provided that if the oi'der was canceled 
before 1945, it would not be necessary for 
Canada to pay cack the $68,500,000. 
Harold Ickes, then secretary of the in­ 
terior, vigorously protested. 
He 
argued 
that the U. S. A. could not control Can­ 
adian aluminum, and that 
equipping 
a 
Canadian power project with vital tu r­ 
bines, would set back American 
power 
projects—Shasta 
Dam, 
Colorado- 
Big 
Thompson, parts of Grand 
Coulee, 
and 
others. 
However, Jesse Jones had his way. Now 
Canada, withholding aluminum from us, 
is fulfilling Ickes’ prediction.

Today we hear the words “allergy" am 
“allergic” iii casual conversation. Twent; 
years ago however, there were few, evn 
among physicians, who had ever heard o 
them. 
About lorty years ago, some medical re 
search workers found that persons, hight; 
susceptible to certain infections, acquire! 
an immunity in which a subsequent in 
oculation brought about the same infec 
tion, but in an altered form. This type o 
aequqired immunity was given the nam* 
“allergy,” (A L-ur-ji), from Greek “alios,’ 
other, aiul “ergon,” action. 
Naturally, not many persons had orca 
sion to use this new word, It was one o 
die things appearing only 
in 
scientific 
literature. Eighteen years ago, doctors Lie 
gall to use “allergy” and “allergic” (ill 
LUR -iik) with somewhat different mean 
lugs. Patients were told they were “allergu 
to strawberries” or “allergic to cats,” o 
had some other form of “allergy,” 
OI 
course 
these patients rolled the 
choice new word around on their tongue: 
until they had its full savor, and then toss­ 
ed it off casually in 
conversation 
witi 
some other victim. 
Thus the use spread 
from coast to coast within the next four oi 
five years 
But

that space o f time “alietgy” 
didn't mean what its creators had intend­ 
ed. So now it has two meanings—tile or- 
ig’iia! scientific one, and the new one now 
generally adopted, even by the medical 
professions: A condition of high suspect!* 
bility to certain substances that do not af­ 
ield the majority of persons.

In Upper Peninsula

woodchuck. 
A year ago the state 
conserva­ 
tion commission told the legisla­ 
ture there were plenty 
of 
these 
gam e species and hunters ought 
to have more shooting at them. 
No Change For Rabbits 
The proposal, included 
in 
an 
omnibus revision of the state game 
law, was killed in the house when 
m em bers feared an attem pt would 
be made to saddle the bill with 
the hot issue of giving the 
com­ 
mission discretionary power over 
deer hunting regulation. 
The commission yesterday said, 
in effect, that the species are still 
plentiful and 
the 
hunters 
next 
year still deserve more shooting. 
It recommended that the ruffed 
grouse season be extended to 40 
days in the Upper Peninsula and 
IO days in the Lower 
Peninsula. 


The season is now 20 days for the 
entire state. 
In the northern Lower Peninsu­ 
la, the commission 
said 
rabbit 
and woodchuck 
shooting 
should 
be perm itted from Oct. I to Jan. 
31 and in the southern Lower Pe­ 
ninsula from Oct. 15 to Jan. 31.

Tile steam er “Pahlow ” of the 
E dw ard Hines Lumber Co.'s fleet 
steam ed into M anistique h a rb o r 
on a J u ly 3rd morning in th e late 
90's. T he captain w anted to get 
loaded and out the same d ay to 
avoid losing two days on account 
of the 
holiday, and 
asked 
Ed 
Brown, boss of the C. L. Co. sh ip ­ 
ping crews. to help him out. He 
was asking quite a favor because 
everybody was getting read y for 
the “G lorious Fourth”, the g re a t­ 
est 
national 
holiday 
of 
those 
times. 
The “Fourth of July” w as h e r­ 
alded far and wide for w eeks in 


spection firm of M artin, Sillim an 
and Gero, asked W. 
J. 
Shinar, 
(the only one of their inspectors 
available), if he could handle it. 
Shinar agreed. Carl Ekstvom was 
“tally boy” and Charley Robinson 
checked the piles for the C. L. Co. 
The loading started shortly after 
8:00 and by 5:00 p. rn. the boat

Small boys. 
and some

small, w ere delirouslv happy w ith 
every conceivable

and w hat they couldn’t th in k of 
in noise m aking 
gadgets

been invented yet. Torpedos and 
fire crackers—no limit to size— 
w ere going all 
day 
long. 
One 
“F o u rth ” I invested in tw o 12- 
inchers and blew three pickets off 
Mrs. F u ller’s fence with 
one. and 
exploded the other under an 
old 
tin pail which sailed aw ay in the 
air. rolled off the house top and 
down 
the street, — my 
m odest 
contribution to the general racket. 
Lots of Noise 
The cannon salutes, the G.A.R. 
rifle salutes over the graves 
of 
Union soldiers, the torpedoes and 
firecrackers were like the sound 
of m usketry, and one could al­ 
most im agine a battle in progress. 
In fact sham battles w ere som e­ 
tim es staged on the 
hills 
near 
Lakeview’ 
cemetery. 
The 
ol(? 
A rm y 45-70-500 Springfields w ith 
black 
pow der 
and 
blank 
c a r­ 
tridges m ade plenty of noise and 
smoke, which, punctuated 
w ith 
camp fires here and there, gave 
faint im itations 
of 
G ettysburg. 
A ntietam , 
and Chickam auga 
on 
a small scale and our im aginations 
did the rest. 
Tile 
w’hole 
community 
and 
country side gathered early for 
the giant parade headed by sev­ 
eral brass bands, the G.A.R. and 
the W.R.C. (Civil W ar m em ories 
w ere still fresh in those days),

w here appropriate exercises w ere 
held and salutes fired, and from
